New York Herald Presents Fig- 
ures which Show that New 
York Men and Women Will 
Pay $30,000,000 a Year. 


New Orleans States: The New 
York Herald estiamtes that John D. 
Rockefeller will pay an income tax 
of $6,000,000 on an annual income of 
$190,000,000, Andrew Carnegie a tax 
of $900,000 on an income of $15,- 
000,000, and other wealthy persons 
lesser but nevertheless huge taxes 
on enormous incomes. The Herald 
also forecasts an annual income of 
$30,000,000 from New York alone un- 
der the new income tax law.

It has been proven that the gravel 
washes found in the debris cones 
throughout Southern California are 
capable of continuously absorbing 
from five to fifteen cubic feet of 
water per second (from 200 to 600 
inches) per acre Rough calcula 
tions, made Feb. 28 last, at the 
spreading grounds of the Tri-Coun- 
ties Referstation Committee in the 
wash of the Santa Ana River, show 
ed that even on land. covered with 
cactus, sage and and other growth, 
from 250 to 350 inches per acre was 
being absorbed One thousand acres 
of suitable spreading ground will 
then care for a flood of from 200,000 
to 600,000 miners’ inches 

In the case of the San Gabriel 
River at least 5000 acres of spread 
ing grounds are available, while the 
maximum flood over a_ period of 
twenty years did not exceed 500,000 
inches Similar conditions prevail 
in the case of other large washes; 
that of Lytle Creek, where a maxi- 
mum of not°more than 300,000 inches 
came down the last storm; of the 
Santa Ana, where approximately the 
same amount of water was reached 
during the same flood or storm, and 
with few and comparatively minor 
exceptions, the available spreading 
grounds are amply capable of caring 
for any flood waters during the 
heaviest of storms 

Estimated Cost 

Pedley estimates the cost of con- 
trolling the flood waters of the San 
Gabriel River by the above methods, 
and of sinking the waters in the 
upper gravel beds, at not to exceed 
$50,000, including the complete con- 
trol of the entire river at time of 
fiood; of the Cajon and Lytle Creek 
Washes at from $15,000 to $25,000, 
and of the Santa Ana River above 
Redlands at little more than the
